NEW YORK, April 23.—“The pre­ 
sent year will see the aircraft indus­ 
try make its greatest advances.” 
This statement was made exclu­ 
sively to International News Service 
here today by Colonel Charles Lind­ 
bergh, shortly after it became known 
that the famous ocean flyer is to 
inaugurate the Pan American Air­ 
ways System’s new seven day air mail 
service to South America by flying 
1200 miles acorss the Caribbeafi sea 
on Saturday. 
To Cross Carribbean. 
Besides opening a mail service that 
will bring New York, Chicago, K an­ 
sas Cit5^ Washington, Atlanta and 
other Ajnerican cities within ea.sy 
reach of the metropolises of South 
America, 
Lindbergh’s 
contemplated 
flight will mark the first time that the 
Carribbean has been crossed in a di­ 
rect line by a transport plane.

“Flying has now definitely passed 
the experimental stage,” Lindbergh 
declared. 
“Only a few pioneering 
flights yet remain to be made and 
they will be made this year.” 
When asked whether his recent 
record-breaking one-stop flight across 
the country from Los Angeles was a 
pioneering flight, Lindbergh replied 
with an emphatic yes. 
Likes High Altitudes. 
‘ My flight from Los Angeles to New 
York proved conclusively that much 
is to be gained by cross-country fly­ 
ers who fly at high altitudes. Flying 
at heights between 10,000 and 15,000 
feet the pilot finds that greater speed 
is possible and better weather condi­ 
tions are encountered.”

NEW YORK, April 23,—Im m ediate 
steps should be taken in “antiquated” 
prisons in various parts of the country 
to prevent the pas.sibility of another 
fire tragedy such as took a toll of 
more th an 300 lives a t the Ohio State 
Penitentiary at Columbus. It was as­ 
serted by W illiam B. Cox, secretary 
of the N ational Society of Penal I n ­ 
form ation. 
“M any of the prisons in this coun­ 
try were built half a century ago.” 
declared Cox 
n an interview with 
International News Service. 
“The 
danger of these buildings becoming 
fire traps Is intensified by overcrowd­ 
ed conditions. 
Regular Fire Drills 
“I feel th a t every prison should 
have regular fire drills. 
This is the 
lesson to be draw n from the Colum ­ 
bus fire. 
I don’t know of a single 
prison in America th a t takes the 
precaution of having regular fire drills 
.'^uch as we have in our public schools 
on board ships, at colleges and in 
m any of our big buildings.” 
Cox pointed out th a t in 1926 the 
N ational Society of Penal In fo rm a­ 
tion called attention to “deplorable” 
conditions existing in the Columbus 
prison and th a t again, in a report 
m ade public last year based on a su r­ 
vey in 1928. referred to th a t jail as 
the worst—the most overcrowded—in 
the country.

County Superintendent of Schools, 
John C. Syling has received a letter 
from the Better School league of Chi­ 
cago, 111., in which an elfort is made 
to point out the handicaps under 
which schools are conducted 
It is 
headed, "The School as a Shock Ab­ 
sorber,” and will be read with inter­ 
est by all persons interested in edu­ 
cation. 
The article follows; 
If the motoring is rough, it is the 
road, not the car. 
If the train rides 
roughly, it is the poor road bed or 
the poor equipment, never the dispo­ 
sition of the pa.ssenger. 
If 
young 
people of a community do not m ea­ 
sure up on conduct or otherwise to 
as many different standards as there 
are people, it could not be any nega­ 
tive influence in the community, it 
is the schools. 
If the youth of the community, 
bubbling over with life and energy, 
display more pep than wc can recall 
posse.ssing v^ hen we were young; it is 
the fault of the disciplinary methods 
of the school. If there is a wave of 
crime or petty thievery in a commun­ 
ity, it is the fault of education. If 
the scholarship of the young people 
of a community is low, it cannot be a 
dozen 
distracting 
influences 
that 
make concentration on school work 
difficult, it is the fault of the school 
instruction. If homework is assigned 
to keep less energetic students up to 
grade, the schools are driving the 
young people too hard and impairing 
health. 
If schools make provision for 
health and recreation in their educa- 
cational program, they are indulging 
in fads and going beyond the legiti­ 
mate snherc of activity of the schools. 
If school costs are high, .school offi­ 
cials are extravagant. If costs are 


j low , with a resulting lower standard 
i of education, the officials lack vision. 
I If a superintendent exercises author- 
i ity within his sphere, he is autocratic. 
I If he does not, he is held inefficient 
i and lacking the courage of his con­ 
victions. 
If schools are run w holly in 
the interests of pupils, with a cold 
shoulder to appeals for special favors 
or without consideration of factional 
interests, they acquire the emity of all 
factions. 
It is a Strang paradox th a t people 
know more about how a school sys­ 
tem should be conducted than any 
other single project. Being public in­ 
stitutions supported by public mon­ 
eys, they hold public interest and a t­ 
tention. It is right th at they should. 
A school system bears much the same 
relation to a community as the only 
child of a family does to its near rela­ 
tives 
Many a child has been de­ 
prived of its initiative and its oppor­ 
tunity for development because it has 
been subjected to too much guidance 
by many interested relatives. 
The 
.school system is the one child of the 
community and it should be accorded 
every opportunity for growth. 
The .school is concerned with the 
scholastic 
accomplishmenis of 
the 
young people. 
It is concerned with 
their conduct in and out of school. 
It Is concerned with their physicui 
well being. 
It is concerned with their 
moral standards. It is concerned with 
inclinations, interests and activities 
of its respective groups. It alone can­ 
not be expected to overcome all nega­ 
tive influences. It cannot make void 
hereditary influences. 
It cannot fur­ 
nish ability where ability does not 
exist. 
It cannot detect all personal 
characteristics where mass education 
is necessary. It cannot eliminate evil 
tendencies strongly embedded through 
heredity, environment, or unw^hole- 
some influences. 
It can be a party 
to remedying 
these situations. 
It cannot be held 
re.spon.sibile for hazards but it can 
reduce their effects to a minimum. 
It can be and is a shock absorber for 
the ills of a cominunitv.

are arrayed in the 
mammoth horticultural building at 
the State Fairground here.

dox way into Uncle 
Sam’s hands 
tnrough the medium oi the mail boxes 
daily. 
Used By “Dips” 
Mo.st of the articles are dropped 
into the boxe.s through carelessness. 
Miss Maloney said. 
A great portion, 
however—notable bill-iolds and wal­ 
lets—is got rid of by design. 
If “Danny Dip,” after “lifting 
a 
leather”—in plain English, picking a 
IHicket—finds himself clo.sely pursued 
by the law, he promptly divests the 


billfold or wallet of ;is currency and 
tosses the wallet into the nearest 
mailbox.

Ring Is Mailed 
Then there was a certain young 
lady whose vexatious tears over her 
delayed wedding were stemmed when 
fxr wedding ring was found.

into an envelope for .safe keeping and 
had dropped the envelope, along with 
other mail, into the mailbox. 
Stenographers who carry personal 
anieles in envelopes, however, are the
